The crops 
have been destroyed. Famine and suf- 
fering from other causes are in- 
evitable, the people as a whole great- 
ly desire peace. The Chinese as a na- 
tion are orderly and the prolongation 
of the present conditions would prob- 
ably lead to counter-revolution. 

The solution, it is generally be- 
lieved, will be found In a monarchy 
with Yuan Shi. Kai controlling it, and 
a& progressive ministry. Americans 
should not for sentimental reasons 
make the mistake of encouraging a 
Chinese republic. The country is at 
present unfitted for such a form of 
government and it would mean a suc- 
cession of rebellions and prolonged 
disorder. This; is the almost unani- 
mous view expressed by foreign resi- 
dents who are well wishers of China. 
There is no danger that the monarchy 
already stripped of its powers will be 
able to recover its old absolutism, 

The peace negotiations will prob- 
ably continue for weeks, but the re- 
sult is likely to be the compromise, 
described above. The principal ob- 
stacle to an agreement is the radical 
section of thd republicans, who, in- 
flated by supposed foreign approval, 
may intimidate ‘Wu Ting Fang.

Therefore there has been no question 
of infringement of the treaty, but ac- 
tually one of modification of the in- 
ternal statutes, which can be done 
only by legislative means. 

ALL JEWS INVOLVED. 

Further, it is argued, if vhe ques- 
tion of passports were merely one of 
relations between the United States 
and Russia, this question might be a 
matter for diplomatic negotiation. But 
the Russian statutes having reference 
to the Jews do not concern American 
Jews alone, but all foreign Jews. A 
concession to the United States would 
mean a concession to all other coun- 
tries having Jewish subjects, 

Russia, the officials say, has no wish 
for a bargain, and they ask “what 
can Ameri¢a concede: to Russia for 
the abolition of Jewish legislation?” 

in responsible quarters the opinion 
is expressed that the political situa- 
tion in Russia proper is not favorable 
to the realization of Jewish hopes. 

It is likely that Premier Kokovsoff, 
personally, sees no harm in conces- 
sions to foreign Jews and a milder 
policy at home with respect to that 
race, but other elements in the Rus- 
Sian government are differently dis- 


This is true in particular of the 
Duma and the Council of the Empire, 
which have solid majorities against 
any weakening of Russia’s attitude. 
Indeed, Russia herself faces legisla- 
tive elections which will be held in 
of the empife as instituted in 1906 
The whole question, in their opinion, 
seems to be dominated by a misun- 
derstanding of the treaty of 1832, and 
makes no reference to passports. 

Article 1 of this treaty provides for 
the free entry of.all American cit!- 
zens on the sole condition that they 
observe the internal laws of the em- 
pire. This stipulation is reproduced 
in all treaties with other powers.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—President 
Taft completed here last night a 
round of speaking engagements, 
three in number, in which he touched 
on peace, politics and puritanism. 

His political speech, scheduled to 
be the chief address of the .cvening, 
was made before the Young Men's 
Republican Club of Brooklyn, where 
he told his audience that although 
there came times “when the old party 
seems a little weak and staggers from 
blews received from the inside and 
out, its principles are strong enough, 
when the issue is drawn, to carry on 
the government.” 

The President's first was 
made before the Economic Club in: 
support of the pending arbitration 
treaties. From there he was whirled 
to a dinner of the New England So- 
ciety of Brooklyn, where he com- 
mented on his puritan ancestry. 

‘SMALL POLICE ESCORT. 

Until he reached Brooklyn’ the 
President had no municipal police 
protection, with the exception of two 
bicycle men, who did not join the 
Presidential party until it had left the 
residence of Henry W. Taft, the Presi- 
dent’s brother, where he is stopping 
during his two days in New York. 

‘ There was not even a detail of po- 
lice at the Hotel Astor, where the Eco- 
nomic Club’s dinner held forth, but 
this was remedied when the Presi- 
Gent arrived at the two Brooklyn din- 
ners, some one having assigned a con- 
siderable squad to duty there. 

Before the Economic Club the 
President spoke about what the Sen- 
ate calls its prerogatives. These. he 
said, are not any more sacred than is 
the power of the Executive-—~-b

The President said that if the 
treaties with England and Franc 


could be cqncluded, he had no doubt 
that they could be made with many 
Hations, “and when we have made 
them with many other nations then 
these nations may be Induced to make 
them with one another.”

IS ASKED 


ANNING, Dec. 19.—Ranchers in

Game and Fish Commission has de- 
cided to spénd $15,000 for the pur- 
chase of quai] with which to stock the

missioner Connell of Los Angeles, who 
Plans to secure most of them across 
the line in Mexico, where purchase 
will be necessary. 

It {s the proposal to go outside the 
State for birds that has aroused the 
desert ranchers, whd contend that 
there are great quantities of birds in 
the desert and that even distribution 
only in Southern California is neces- 
sary. The receipts from hunting li- 
censes have been greater this year, the 
commission states, than in any previ- 
ous year, and it is proposed to restock 


The ranchers are In sympathy with 
the movement, but contend that their 
ranches should be freed of the quail 
pest. Literally thousands of the 
descend on a ranch and do great 
damage to growing crops and gardens, 
The birds are protected for eleven 
months in the year, and the ranchers 
are helpless. There is no way to fence 
them out, and they are attracted by 
civilization, with its attendant green 
fields. It seems that quail are not 
frightened, iNke crows, by the placing 
of “scare-crows” in the fields, as was 
evidenced recently when a flock of 
rmocuntain quall settled on a scare- 
crow for the night. 

The ranchers claim that the quafl 
vpest is indeed serious, and they invite 
the State commissioners to come to 
the ranches and take as many quail 
as they want, free of expense to the 
State treasury except the cost of cap- 
ture.

The witness was not cross-examined. 
George N. Lockwood, who was the 
principal witness for the prosecution 
in the previous hearing, again ap- 
peared for the State. He said he 
talked with Franklin at the latter's 
office in the Chamber of Commerce 
building, following a short interview 
at the witness's home, near Covina. 
“Franklin told me it would be safe 
to take money for voting for acquittal 
as he had fixed another man. He 
said: ‘George, you know him well.’ 
Bain was the only man on the jury 
at that time that I knew.’’ 

Ford also tried to show that Frank- 
lin raised his hand to his coat lapel. 
as though to indicate that the other 
juror he was speaking of was a mem- 
ber of the G.A.R. “Justice Young 
thought the inference too remote. The 
witness was positive, however, that 
the other juror referred to by the de- 
tective was Bain. 

“Bert (Franklin) was very positive 
in his offer to me,” continued Lock- 
wood. “He said, “There is $2000 in 
it for you, $500 down and the rest 
later on.” He suggested that the 
balance could be paid through my 
wife, but I would not hear of such a 
thing. I asked for more time and 
agreed to see Franklin later abott it.”” 
Upon cross-examination, Lockwood 
said the meeting when the other 
“fixed” juror was referred to was on 
November 9 and that Franklin had 
first come to see him November 4. 
“The first time Franklin did not 
state hig business nor did I ask him,” 
said the witness. “I had no idea what 
he wanted.” 

At this point, Attorney Gage asked 
to have the case go over for two 
weeks if the State had finished put- 
ting in its testimony. :

WHAT TIM HURST SAYS 
ARE POINTS IN BOXING. 


home from a boxing club one 
night recently,” said Tim Hurst, 
the veteran referee, yesterday, “and 
he asked me some questions which I 
answered to the best of my ability. 
Maybe those who are interested in 
boxing would like to have them re- 
peated, so here goes: 
“*How do you figure the points 
scored on boxers?’ was the first query. 
“"*"Well, I take into consideration 
many things,’ I replied. ‘Both attack 
and defense count for much. A man 
who docs the leading or forcing re- 
ceives due credit, for if he didn’t cut 
out the pace in many cases there'd 
be no scrap. The landing of clean 
blows is a big factor, while the abil- 
ity to block them, either by guarding 
or using the feet, also is important. 
The effect of blows must not be over- 
looked and a man’s staying powers 
always count. If a man holds in the 
clinches or hangs on to avoid punish- 
ment he necessarily loses ground in a 
referee's opinion. If he is aggressive 
but has no fixed plan of attack, and 
misses the other fellow repeatedly, 
points must be scored against him. 
Generally speaking, a winner does the 
bulk of the work and lands the greater 
number of blows.’
